2. MAIN LINE BUS 

ROUTES INSTEAD OF 
TRANSIT CENTRES 
Edmonton's current system focuses 
on transit hubs. You take a bus into 
the West Edmonton Mall, from which 
you can transfer onto five or six other 
buses. The system also aims for what 
Brown calls “a one seat tide,” which 
means riders don't have to transfer, 
but end up spending a long time on 
buses that meander though commu- 
nities. It's a system that works for 
small or mid-sized cities, but doesn't 
suit Edmonton anymore. 

“We need to really revisit the way 
we look at transit service. We need to 
be looking at it from a big city per- 
spective,” says Brown. 

Brown recommends rapid, fre- 
quent service on main routes going 
north-south and east-west though 
the city, similar to systems in Regina 
and Vancouver. 

Leibovici agrees. 

“Our transit system is stuck in the 
past. For a small or mid-sized city the 
hub system works well. But we are 
now a large city and we need to start 
thinking about the needs of the re- 
gion. We need to think bigand more 
futuristic.” 

She's never been a fan of the hub 
system, she says, citing overlapping 
routes and longer trips that still leave 
people waiting 20 minutes for a bus. 

But, according to Mandryk, ditch- 
ing the entire system doesn’t make 
sense either, Besides the huge 
amounts of taxpayer dollars already 
invested in the system, Edmonton's 
sprawling neighborhoods simply 
don’t allow for the pure-big city ap- 
proach. He recommends keeping 
some hubs, like the one planned for 
Millwoods. 

“We may end up with a modified 
hub system,” he says. “We are very 
spread out in terms of our work lo 
cations and our activity centres. 
Compare that to Calgary where they 
have a very concentrated downtown 
and not a lot of industry around 
the periphery of the city or satellite 
communities.” 

No one system works for every city 
he says, and Edmonton must find 
the right mix of core routes and 
transit centres to serve the current 
conditions. 


3. TAME SPRAWL

Drastically reducing sprawl 


is the 

first order of business 
Edmonton does have a smart 
growth plan, aimed at encouraging 


town houses and high-rise develop- 
ment, especially in core areas and 
near public transit. Greg Barker, the 
lead planner on smart growth, will 
ask council to restrict building on 
undeveloped land to a maximum of 
70 per cent of new growth. (Current 
ly, 97 per cent of new developments 
in Edmonton occur on the edges of 
town.) 

Sprawling developments mean 
public transit must go further and 
further in search of riders. Ken Ko 
rospeski, Edmonton transit's direc- 
tor of service development, points 
out that the city currently has 19 new 
neighbourhoods planned.

Heather Rock, a 24-year-old mem 
ber of the Sierra Club, recently 
bought a condo downtown instead of 
owning a car and living on the out 
skirts of town.

“I don't think the public makes the 
connection between urban sprawl 
and the expense,” she says. “Tran- 
sit is a big expense and only a small 
amount of people use transit. Urban 
sprawl plays a part in that because 
ETS must constantly expand the sys- 
tem. Then we're not really getting 
the return we need.” 

Only nine per cent of daily trips in 
€dmonton are taken on public transit

4. GIVE PUBLIC TRANSIT 
PRIORITY TREATMENT 

From top to bottom, the city sees cars 
as the most important aspect of our 
transportation system. The car is the 
un-contested king of the road, which 
means public transit doesn't oper- 
ate as efficiently as it could, Brown 
says 

Simple changes like positioning 
bus stops at corners would speed-up 
transit. The bus would stop at the 
light, pick up people and continue 
on. Currently, with stops before or 
after the lights, the bus must stop 
twice - once for the pickup and again 
at the light 

Brown adds that if the city also 
installs bus priority signals, which 
read radio tags on the bus and turn 
green faster, then the right hand lane 
would open up for cars making right 
hand turns 

These simple changes, with little 
cost involved, could even increase 
ridership, says Brown 

“When they see that the bus get 
ting from A to B faster than they are 
in their car, they will get out of that 
car and get on the bus,” he says. 

The city’s planned bus rapid transit 
routes are a step in the right direc- 
tion, he says, but he'd go further by 
removing on street parking and put- 


ting in bus lanes on all major routes 





5. KEEP THE 

TROLLEY SYSTEM 

Of the nine cities with trolley sys 
tems in North America, only Edmon 
ton is currently considering trashing 
the electricity-fueled system. Other 
trolley-cities are expanding their sys 
tems, including Vancouver, which 
just ordered 250 more trolley buses 
City council will make a decision on 
whether to keep the system some- 
time next year. 

Leibovici isn't convinced the new 
hybrid buses are better. She would 
prefer improving the system with 
dedicated rights-of-way. 

Paull, the transit buff who rented 
a bus as his wedding chariot, says 
updating the 25-year-old buses will 
make a vast improvement. The in 
frastructure for the system alone is 
worth $80 to $90 million, an invest 
ment worth preserving 

Not to mention that moving to 
non-trolley busses would ruin his 


peaceful ride to work, each morning.

Why a true believer deserted the U.S. army 


THE DESERTER’S TALE 
By Joshua Key, as tok to Lawrence Hill 
House of Anansi, 237 pp., $29.95. 





THOUGH JOSHUA KEY PREDICTABLY 
dedicates his book to his family, The 
Deserter’s Tale could just as well be 
inscribed to anyone who opposed 
the war in Iraq from the very start. 
You know who you are: you sneered 
your noses upwards when the tidal 
wave of corporate media’s spin- 
spun untruths hit the airwaves. You 
dismissed that crap about the friend- 
ship between Saddam Hussein and 
Osama bin Laden, the weapons of 
mass destruction in Iraq, and all 
those fictions that seem so long ago 
now. 

Keydlidn’t. He fell for that jingois- 
tic propaganda, ate up those xeno- 
phobic equations (like Iraqi=Mus- 
lim|=terrorist), and maybe even 
ordered freedom fries on the side. 

Then he entered the U.S. military 
and was sent to Iraq. Back in the 
States for a vacation, he deserted, 
disappearing with his family. Just 


whose capable hand is so evident in 
The Deserter’s Tale that his pic is on 
the dust jacket, has some literary 
street cred: he's written three novels, 
one non-fiction tome, and is a former 
journalist for The Globe and Mail. 
More importantly, he knows what 
the best ghost-writers know: his job 
is not to transform Key’s oral style 
(as suspiciously grammatical as it 
may be) but to make a story. 

Accordingly, the narrative of The 
Deserter’s Tale has the strong back- 
bone of an.archetypal hero myth. 
Despite its blindingly large font, this 
makes for oddly readable stuff. 

Key relates how he grew up in an 
impoverished, book-free household 
in the American south, watching his 
alcoholic step-father regularly beat 
his mother to a pulp. The biblical 
wheat amidst the chaff, he was 
young when he swore he would 
never treat a woman like that: 

Further evidence of his moral 
uprightness colours his boyhood 
anecdotes. He learns early how to 
use firearms, but reserves his extra- 


Once, he shot some unwanted 
puppies, but even that made him 
cry. Or, as he writes, “Even in my 
earliest years, | knew right from 
wrong.” 

Key fulfils the southern-poor 
stereotype: marrying young, work- 
ing dead-end jobs to support his 
increasing brood. He chooses to join 
the army for all the reasons we 
Canadians imagine that someone in 
his situation would: the prospects of 
a regular and decent income, and 
health care for his family. 

The U.S. military promises Key 
over and over again that he will not 
be sent to Iraq. They lie. Key barely 
has time to try on his uniform before 
he’s sent overseas. 

In Iraq, Key rapidly realizes that 
the army is woefully incompetent on 
the ground. His purported work to 
fight terrorism is given the lie by the 
noticeable lack of terrorists in the 
cities where he's stationed. Orders to 
find weapons and arrest men taller 
than five feet quickly devolve into 
abusing the civilian population at 


humanity all the more disturbing, 

“T didn’t know much about the 
Geneva Conventions,” Key glibly 
admits, “but I knew one thing: what 
I had witnessed was wrong.” What 
is wrong is the awful battle in “the 
war on terror” he has just seen: offi- 
cers raiding a house to find no men 
and no weapons, only women. He is 
ordered to stand guard outside 
while the officers, each in turn, 
repeatedly rape the women. 

These observations play into a 
larger leitmotif detailing how the 
Americans, finding too few actual 
terrorists in Iraq, conquered Hussein 
and then created the indigenous 
“insurgency” through wholesale 
violations of the Geneva Conven- 
tion, rules of war, and basic human 
decency. 

While stationed in Iraqi cities, Key 
was not permitted to.sleep forlonger 
than two hours at a time, was fed 
nearly unpalatable food, yet was 
expected to work for 24 hours 
straight, or longer. Meanwhile, his 
superiors deliberately kept soldiers

MORRIS PANYCH’S BRAND-NEW PLAY, 
What Lies Before Us, is a near perfect 
evening of theatre that manages the 
not-so-shabby feat of being both 
enlightening and intelligent—as well 


as laugh-out-loud funny. 

More so, it accomplishes this deli- 
cate theatrical balancing act while 
building an impressively multi-lay- 
ered narrative addressing some pret- 
ty difficult subject matter (e., a spir- 
ited, revisionist take on the pioneer 
narrative) while never particularly 
coming across in a forced or non- 
organic manner. 

Set in 1885, smack-dab in the mid- 
dle of the Rockies (not far from mod- 
erm-day Revelstoke), this well- 
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formed comedy is, amazingly 
enough, set in its entirety ina rela- 
tively bare canvas tent occupied by 
two squabbling railway surveyors 
(Matthew MacFadzean playing a 
prototypical English twit called 
Keating and David Storch asa stoic 
Scottish intellectual called Ambrose) 
and nearly lineless and non-English- 

ing Chinese servant (Wayne 
Sujo). 

On the one well-manicured, mod- 
ern theatrical hand, this is a straight- 
forward intellectual riff off of Wait- 
ing for Godot—two wise-cracking 
sad-sacks bidding their time tossing 
wildly funny insults at each other as 
they wait for a mysterious (and ulti- 
mately unseen) character, in this case 
a heroic American adventurer who'll 
lead them back to the coast and civi- 
lization. 

On the other, much more cal- 
loused, faux-19th century palm, this 
play boasts its own unique, Canuck 
take on the post-colonial tale, 
addressing some particularly sore 
historical points. 

In particular, this oddball duo, 
played to perfection by these two tal- 
ented and nationally-acclaimed 
actors, have built up an impressive 
hatred and near-homicidal resent- 
ment towards each other fueled toa 
large degree by the increasingly 
growing gap of confidence the pair 
have towards their mission. 

Taking some daring swipes at the 
old school, nation-building myth, 
Storch’s increasingly acid-tongued 
Ambrose is no longer willing to play 
the good and suffering pioneer, 
because he can’t see the logic for 
crossing the mountains just because 
the imperial imperative says to— 
much to the distress of the Empire's 
man that is Keating (despite his 
hilarious inability to articulate this, 
or any other philosophy). 

In short, this is a story of the pain, 
isolation, existential confusion and 
suffering real-life pioneers under- 
went before our deeply essentialist 
and totally modern after-the-fact 
heroic narrative of has been written 
to match the physical reality of the 
“great black steel lines” (to half- 
quote Rudy Wiebe) that were carved 
across the nation in fits and starts 
from myriad reasons, many not so

Yeah, yeah, it’s'a classic of the 
modem stage and a beautifully writ- 
ten piece of Russian literature and all 
that, but it’s also a play with some 
built-in dramatic hurdles vis-a-vis 
the contemporary theatre audience 
of 2007. And it’s not the easiest play 
to wrap your head around, given 
that it’s an odd-ball ‘comedy’ boast- 
ing much more ennui than belly 
laughs. 

The oft-mounted play is also one 
of those works that loves—a bit too 
much—to break itself down as it 
goes along, leaning to the heady, 
excessively introspective and dra- 
matic for the sake of dramatic. 

To wit, the play’s characters, and 
there are lots of them, have loads of 
jerky traits and less-than-positive 
moments (throughout the script, 
various characters exclaim that “life 
is awful.”) Combined, they add to 
the play’s early existential cred, but 
it definitely makes it a chore to fully 
engage with emotionally, especially 
in those moments when the play’s 
protagonists piss you off by being 
particularly obstinate or drama- 
queeny. 

This is also a play about an

The term “Blue Plate Special” 
originated in the US, and although 
there is some disagreement about 
how it first entered the lexicon (was 
it from a train station restaurant on 
the Santa Fe to Topeka line?), the 

eneral consensus is that it was SO 
dubbed for the type of plate it was 
served on. 

The blue plate special is synony-

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which was usually some sort of 
offering of meat along with two veg- 
etables that came at a reduced price. 
The meal was designed to be the one 
daily re ration that some of the 
men who travelled the line ate on 
any given day, and was originally 
served ona tin plate covered with 
spotted white and blue porcelain. 
(Think of the prototypical camp 
stove coffee pot.) Hence... the blue 
plate special. 

Now, the Blue Plate Diner doesn’t 
seem to be catering to the Grey- 
hound Bus depot crowd just north of 
their location, so they aren't entirely 
in keeping with the spirit of the 
thing, but they do seem to have a 
handle on the origin of the name. I 
was quite pleased to hear Johnny 
Cash's “I Walk the Line” as I 
entered. (I wasn’t so pleased when I 
realized the CD player was on 
repeat and it was the only song I'd 
hear.) 

But the Blue Plate Diner really 
isn’t what one would typically envi- 
sion a diner to look like, and the 
menu offerings aren’t really all that 
diner-ish either. Mind you... they 
aren’t too far off. The lunch menu is 
fairly generic in that it offers the 
standard favourites like burgers, 
sandwiches, tuna melts etc, but it 
also offers some modest twists on 
the classics. 

For example, the burgers are 
homemade and seasoned nicely 
with a hint of chili powder. Further, 
they’re served on whole grain buns, 
and you can choose sweet potato 
fries, regular fries, soup, or salad for 
an accompaniment. I chose regular 
fries, but everyone else I ate with 
chose the sweet tater fries. That

Nothing against sweet potatoes... 
Dear God, you only have to ask my 
wife to know I love them... so I was 
initially very pleased when the oth- 
ers’ plates arrived adorned with 
actual sweet potatoes and not Yams. 
(I think they were a little put-off 
mind you.) The problem was that 
the fries were absolutely flaccid— 
maybe they were just nervous—and 
dripping with grease. I don’t know 
the intricacies of trying to have 
sweet potato fries as a menu item, 
but apparently it’s problematic 
because the Blue Plate Diner was 
really making a mess of them. 

Other than that however, the food 
was all right. But that’s exactly the 
impression that I was left with. 
Everything about the place was 
good enough, but what's the old 
saying... good is the enemy of great? 

Blue Plate Diner is in a great loca- 
tion, the building is wonderful, their 
space is magnificent... and all they 
can come up with is a fairly generic 
lunch menu while Johnny Cash 
plays incessantly? 

If they are committed to the diner 
idea, why not offer traditional diner 
fair like meatloaf, liver and onions, 
or out of the world sandwiches (Pan 
Bagnat) and just do everything 
exceptionally well—it’s not that 
hard. Or, if they feel like they should 
be something more chic than that, go 
ahead and give over to it fully. But 
right now they have one foot in each 
camp and they are marginally failing 
each. 

Don’t get me wrong... If you go to 
the Blue Plate Diner you can expect

“Vancouver's a rock town, and 
people generally like to rock in the 
West Coast,” says Hancock of his 
hometown scene—a scene that’s 
given birth to DOA, the Subhumans, 
Black Halos, and West Coast rock 
magazine The Nerve.

“T guess it’s kind of hard to 
explain what we do,” Hancock 
reflects.

When we started 
playing together, in 2004, it seemed 
like Vancouver needed something 
like us.

Ladyhawk’s laid back attitude has 
served them well so far—and paid 
off in cross-country tours with some 
of Canada’s most revered bands— 
and fingers are crossed in hopes that 
their luck will continue. If it does, we 
might see a very long-overdue role 
reversal in the rock world: maybe 
the bands that should be filling sta- 
diums will be filling the stadiums, 
once and for all.

But, “Hotel Califor- 
nia” remains his and Eagles most 
ambitious account of a spectacularly 
decadent period of pop history, a 
time.when rock stars had it all ona 
plate—or, perhaps, a silver tray— 
capturing the confused spirit of the 
times with unerring skill.

Something old, something new 


. ~Mira Nair captures the nuances of the immigrant experience

homeland for a new home, they cre- 
ate a bridge between the past and 
present: there is a clear line between 
past and present, before and after 
the move.

Mira Nair’s adaptation of Jhumpa 
Lahini‘s novel The Namesake follows 
the Ganguli family from India in a 
tale that is typical of immigrant fam- 
ilies, but which avoid feeling cliched 
thanks to the nuanced performances 
of its cast. 

We first meet Ashoke (Irfan 

“Khan), a bespectacled young engi- 
neering student, chatting with a 
stranger on a train in his native

India. Ashoke is reading Nikolai 
Gogol’s The Overcoat, while his older 
car-mate exhorts him to travel and 
see the world while he’s still young 
enough. 

No thank you, says Ashoke. 
That's what books are for, he says, to 
allow one to travel without going 
anywhere. But a catastrophic event 
changes his mind, and the next thing 
you know he is entering an arranged 
marriage and starting a new life with 
her in America. 

With the wedding henna on her 
hands barely faded, Ashoke’s new 
wife Ashima (Tabu) finds herself in 
a land of 24-hour gas and wool 
sweaters, reckoning with a husband 
she has just met. Nair shows the shy 
couple comforting each other in the 
loneliness and confusion of those 
first years, providing the foundation 
for a marriage made closer by the 
isolation. They have only each other, 
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that is, until their first child is born. 
In the hospital, they are forced to 
choose a name for their son rather 
than waiting for their parents in 
India to name him. On a whim, they 
call him Gogol until they hear from 
back home about a “good name” for 
him. 

Over the years, Gogol (Kal Penn) 
grows up to be the quintessential 
Americanized child of immigrants: 
eager to fit in, resentful of his par- 
ents’ choices for him. As a young 
man, he chooses to go by the name 
“Nick,” dates a WASPy girl, and dis- 
tances himself from his Indian 

identity. 

It's a heartbreaking journey to his 
eventual realization of the impor- 
tance of his parents’ influence, but 
thankfully Nair never lets it slip into 
the melodramatic. Instead, she 
focuses on the quiet strength of her 
characters and their growth froma 
youthful adventurousness in discov- 
ering their American life to a loving 
sense of wonder as they watch their 
children becoming something not 
quite Indian, yet not entirely unfa- 
miliar.

IN SOME WAYS, I COULDN'T BE 
happier that the feature documen- 
tary has emerged as a major alterna- 
tive news source in the 21st Century. 
Let's face it: newspapers and TV 
news do a shitty job of providing 
balanced coverage of issues, never 
mind finding the time to explain 
things in very much detail or with 
very much context, when they don’t 
overlook some of the most impor- 
tant news stories going altogether. 

Take, for instance, the release last 
week of a report by the Government 
Accountability Office (GAO) of the 
United States noting that world oil 
production could grind toa halt in 
the rapidly approaching future and 
that the U. S. has no strategy in place 
to deal with the potentially cata- 
strophic results. Did you notice that 
headline screaming off the front 
page of any major newspapers? 

Of course, for some people it’s not 
news at all. An American geophysi- 
cist named M. King Hubbert figured 
that world oil production would 
peak in the late 1970s and that the 
oil-addicted masses would have to 
go to take ever-greater efforts—like 
pumping loads of gas and electricity 
into the oilsands—to squeeze the last 
drops of black gold from the planet. 

For those of us who still haven't 
had the bad news broken to us, 
there's Basil Gelpke and Ray McCor- 
mack’s A Crude Awakening (Mongrel 
DVD), which illustrates Hubbert’s 
theories by delineating the history of 
oil production, right up to today’s 
thinly predicated imperial war on 
Iraq's oil supply and supplying a 
chorus of experts who quickly dis- 
mantle any challenges to the theory. 
They also dismiss the notion that 
any of the alternative energy sources 
currently under development might

Burtyn- 
sky combs the planet with his cam- 
era looking for examples of what he 
calls “the inverted sublime’”— 
instances where man is dwarfed not 
by nature, but by his own creations. 
Baichwal's approach is very in tune 
with the style of her subject, quietly 
surveying the immensity of the 
sprawling factories, strip mines, 
shipworks, and mountains of refuse 
Burtynsky transforms into eerily 
beautiful photos. The film opens 
with an un-narrated five-minute 
tracking shot through a vast, crowd- 
ed small appliance factory in China 
before pulling back to show it the 
Way it’s captured by the photogra- 
pher’s lens. 

Following Burtynsky’s lead, 
Baichwal resists the urge to com- 
ment on the man-made and some- 
times man-devastated landscapes
